Assault on Niemen Line 


From Moscow, Reuter reports 
that the Red Army has by-passed 
Grodno, and north of the city has 
launched its expected attack on a 
50-mile front against the Niemen 
Line, which, from Grodno to 
Kaunus, guards the approaches to 


East Prussia. 


The great salient which the 
Red Army has thrust out from 
the White Russia and Dnieper 
Line sinc€ June 23rd is now 
one-fifth the size of Germany, 
and it is gathering momentum 
again after being slowed down 
for the past day or so, states 
Reuter’s correspondent. 


While any day may see a penetra- 
tion into East Prussia there are 
signs, says Reuter’s correspondent in 
Moscow, that the Red. Army means 
to widen the bulge up to the Gulf 
of Riga, possibly even up to the 
Gulf of Finland, before launching 
the real offensive against the Reich. 

So far,. they have been 
methodically building it up in 
breadth with every mile gained in 
depth. On its left flank the bulge is 
protected by the Pripet Marshes 
and the proximity of Marshal 
Zhukov’s Ukrainian salient. The 
Germans on its right flank are now 
being driven back by the armies of 
General Bagramyan and General 
Yeremenko, whose march into the 
Baltic territories may soon be rein- 
forced by the Russian forces still in 
waiting before Narva and Pskov. 

The loss of Vilna means, as 
Red Star said yesterday, “ The road 
to Kaunas and the sea is open.” 


It also provides, in the.opinion of tne,

NEW GERMAN LINES 


A German High Command re- 
port, broadcast last night, said that 
south-east, east, and north-east of 
Grodno German reserves have 
established new covering lines, to 
which German troops still further 
east are now slowly withdrawing.

move. drove a wedge into the forest 


north-east of the town, and then, 
with a few tanks, penetrated into 
Grodno itself: He was immediately 
ejected.

DRIVE IN NORTH 


Moscow’s routine communiqué

‘BIG BATTLE 
~ BEGUN IN 
NEW GUINEA 


FIGHTING: on a big scale has 
begun in New Guinea, -where 
the Japanese 18th Army in the 
Altape-Wawak area is making a 
desperate bid to break through the 
American positions, states Reuter. 
General MacArthur’s report says 
that the first attack made by the 
Japanese has been repelled with 
losses on both sides. 

The battle is developing. into a 
large-scale engagement, in which 
U.S. air forces are giving full 
support. . 

Admiral Nimitz announced that 
American amphibious forces have 
landed in Maniagassa Island, two 
miles north of Saipan. Only light 
resistance was met, and this was 
quickly . overcome. A total of 
16,000 Japanese have been buried 
on Saipan. its 
Two Japanese admirals died in 
the battle for Saipan, says a Pearl 
Harbour .message. One of them, 
Admiral Chuichi Nagumo, C.-in-C. 
Central Pacific, directed the Jap- 
anese attacks against Pearl Har- 
bour and Midway. The other 
admiral’s name is given as Yano. 
The Japanese have abandoned 
two villages about eight miles 
south-east. of Palel, which lies on 
the road running south-east from 
Imphal to Tammu, on the Assam- 
Burma border. 

The main Japanese force in this 
sector, however, shows no sign of 
making a general withdrawal, and 
recent moves are regarded as purely 
local adjustments. South of Imphal 
the Japanese have abandoned some 
positions, after sharp fighting, south 
of Bishenpur. 

An Allied unit, cut off on three 
sides and under heavy artillery fire, 
beat off the Japanese and fought 
their way out, taking with them 
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(THERE is no cause for alarm; 
the situation is well under 
control, and everything possible is 
being done by the public health 
authorities, Dr. M. Russell, Dublin 
City Medical Officer of Health, 
stated yesterday, when he discussed 
the possible origin of the ‘food 
po::on epidemic in Drimnagh, Co. 
Dublin. 

“Contamination of the food 
might have resulted accidentally in 
the home during the course of its 
preparation, by some of the germs 
of the food poisoning group—which 
comprises a large number,” said Dr. 
Russell. “ Such contamination 
could result from flies, which some- 
times carry these germs, alighting 
on the food. If the food is sub- 
sequently stored before consump- 
tion t: * have an opportunity to 
multiply, and thus give rise to food 
poisoning following its consumption. 
If the food is adequately cooked 
before consumption, however, the 
germs are destroyed, and the risk 
of illness considerably reduced. 

“Ti: germs might also come 
from dust, or carelessness on the 
part of the persons handling the 
food. The latter cause is removed 
by the simple precaution of 
thoroughly washing the hands 
before handling the food. Most 
people, of course. do that, but there 
is no reason why it should be 
neglected by any individual engaged 
in ta preparation or distribution «f 
ood.

OTHER DISEASES 


_ Recent legislation on this 
important subject of mik, and milk 
products, although the original bill 
meant to deal adequately with this 
problem, in its eventual form dealt 
mainly with specially designated 
milks. In other words, it mainly 
seemed that the more privileged 
classes benefited in that they got a 
safer milk, for which they were pre- 
pared to pay. This legislation only 
touches on the fringe of the public 
health problem presented by milk. 
Unspecified grades of milk were 
freely sold, and there was no

guarantee, whatsoever, that they 
were safe for consumption. While 
fully recognising the desirability of 
carrying out a long-distance pro- 
gramme in their animal industry. 
which would lead eventually to a 
national supply of tubercle-free 
milk, too much stress should not be 
placed upon this particular aspect 
of the problem at the expense of 
neglecting the other serious diseases 
which are spread through milk and 
did not originate from the cow. 
They did ‘not have to travel to 
Timbuctoo via Vladivostock. Milk 
from a healthy cow could become 
highl dangerous through mis- 
handling in the course of its 
distribution. 
Accordingly, the immediate objec- 
tive should be to secure a safer 
milk supply on as broad a basis as 
possible. This could only be 
achieved in our time through the 
process of pasteurisation.

The Manchester Liberal 


Just as the decency of his Glad- 
stonian spirit was affronted by the 
post-war “callousness, apathy and 
lassitude,” so his Manchester 
shrewdness was unimpressed by the 
beginnings of the Age of Ballyhoo— 
“an England of boundlessly adver- 
tised heroes and saints has ousted 
the Fngland in which you would 
never, wherever you travelled, be 
given the wrong change on a “bus.” 
He traced all these degenerations to 
ithe irresponsibility engendered by 
the regimentation, the boredom -nd 
the mendacity of war-time. He 
rejected whole-heartedly the idea of 
war as a school for character, and 
thought that only long peace could 
restore the moral balance of 
civilisation. : 

The men .::h the thumbs, being 
browned off instead of disenchanted, 
probably felt that what he had to 
say did not apply to them or to 
our time. “Callousness and 
apathy,” they may have thought, 
“are nothing new to us.” And 
yet, seeing Montague turned into 
an antique by the speed of the very 
changes he describes, some other 
Ic .s may have crossed their minds. 
For “ Disenchantment ” conveys, by 
its queer double focus, a sense of 
the. hidden acceleration of history 
that happens during a war, and a 
premonition of how foreign a pre-

HIS, the fourth volume of Mr. 
Churchill’s speeches, covers the 
public pronouncements of the 
Prime Minister during 1943.

A Coherent Survey 

It is true, as I have suid, that 
there is. a considerable amount of 
valuable information contained in 
the rest of the book, but, owing 
to the haphazard arrangement, no 
coherent picture of the system of 
the language emerges. It is regret- 
table that, so far, works on 
dialects have dealt only with single 
aspects of the whole—phonetics, 
morphology, vocabulary, . idioms— 
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publican, Arthur Lynch. Articles 
are included on “The Native 
Roots,” by Padraic Fallon; on 
“ Wordsworth’s Irish Tour,” by John 
Boyd, and on Chesterton and Alun 
Lewis, as well as the usual re- 
views. “ Dyflin Days” is one of 
Joseph O'Neill’s sketches of Danish 
Dublin.
